CALIFO RNIA. 


C h in a a n d J a p a n . 
San F rancisco, December 27th. — The 
steamer City of Pelting arrived to-day from 
Hongkong, via Yok >hama, bringing the fol­ 
lowing advices : 
CHINA. 
Hoxgkons, November 27th.—It is stated that the 
authorities of Canton have issued a notification to 
the effect that the lekin on opium will be shortly in­ 
creased 26 per cent., to assist in providing funds to 
aid the Government in extricating itself from the 
Russian complications. 
Commissioners Trescott and Swift arrived in 
Shanghai Irom Pekin on the 27lh of November. Mr. 
Swift remains in Shanghai, while Trescott returns to 
America. Nothing is known respectiiig|tbe result of 
their labors. 
Two British merchant steamers collided on the 
Yangtse on the 19th of November. Several lives 
were lost. 
It is reported that the difficulty between China 
and Russia has been settled, and that China has 
agreed to pay an indemnity of 20,000,000 taels. 


JAPAN. 


Y okohama, December. 7th.—Monsieur De Ro 
quettc, the new French Minister to Japan, arrived 
on the 1st of December. 
During a visit to the For­ 
eign Office he presented a documeut on behalf of his 
Government regarding a treaty revision. 
The report respecting the settlement of the Ru- 
kin question still lacks confirmation. 
Inouye, Secretary of the Japanese Govern merit, 
who recently returned from Pekin, has again been 
dispatched to China on urgent business cf a secret 
nature. 
The Japanese papers announce that a telegram has 
been received, staling that Admiral Lessoffsky will 
arrive here on the 6th of December, and that he will 
be the guest of the Russian Minister. 
Tire Russian corvette Crayesser arrived from 
Vladivostok on the 4th of December. 
The ironclad Kniaz Pojarsky, which arrived last 
month, is still in port. 
It is reported that the Russian squadron will 
winter in Chusan hsrbor, which affords good shelter 
and gives easy access to bhang hai.

Trescott, one of the Commissioners to nego­ 
tiate a treaty with China, arrived by the 
steamer City of Peking this evening." He 
has been besieged by interviewers since his 
landing, but remains strictly reticent regard­ 
ing the proceedings of the treaties. 
The 
only information he vouchsafes is to the ef­ 
fect that the Commission, on arrival at Pe­ 
king, took up their quarters at the American 
Legation. The negotiations, which occupied 
one month and one day, were carried on at 
the Chinese Foreign Office; that Commis­ 
sioner Swift is at Shanghai, and will return 
by the next steamer, and that he (Trescott) 
will go E ¡st Wednesday. 
As to the terms of 
the treaty, the spirit in which the proposi­ 
tions of the Commissioners were met by the 
Chinese, or the nature of the intercourse 
with the Chinese authorities, Mr. Trescott 
maintains the most rigid silence. He says 
he has not seen the reports heretofore pub­ 
lished regarding the work cf the Commission, 
and declines to either affirm or deny them.

W illiam Meek, a well-known and highly 
respected pioneer of the Pacific coast, died 
at his residence near San Lorenzo, Alame­ 
da county, at 1 o’clock this morning, aged 
G3 years. 
He was a native of Ohio, and 
removed to Oregon in 1846, being then 29 
years old. 
He engaged in agricultural 
pursuits, made many friends, and was suc­ 
cessful in most of his undertakings, help­ 
ing largely to develop the abundant re­ 
sources of that new Territory. 
He became 
convinced that the region contiguous to 
the bay of San Francisco would advance 
in wealth and prosperity more rapidly than 
any other part of the Pacific co a st; and in 
1858, acting w ith the energy for which he 
was noted, he removed to this State and 
purchased lands on the San LoreDzo creek. 
Here he became interested in general farm­ 
ing, carried on a nursery for some years, 
planted orchards, raised fine stock, and 
took an interest in all that aided the horti­ 
cultural progress of the State. 
Mr. Meek 
has been a Regent of the University, from 
which institution his son graduated a few 
years ago, and lie has contributed liberally, 
and w ithout ostentation, to educational 
and charitable enterprises. 
A man of quiet 
and kindly spirit, and of honest, straight­ 
forward business habits, his loss will be 
severely felt, and his memory will long be 
green in the hearts of tire pioneers, whoso 
racks are thinning so fast.

THE 
BOERS 
AND 
THE 
BRITISH. 


Tbe State Üngineer* departm ent has 
been engaged during the past year in pro- , 
cu rirg data for an intelligent and compre- j 
hertsive treatm ent of the im portant sub- j 
jeet of irrigation. 
I t is ascertained that 
while tbe mountain streams and the rivera 
carry every year a volume of w ater amply 
sufficient for the fertilization of the whole 
territory through which they flow, yet so 
large a proportion of this volume is wasted 
that w hat remains is not capable of meeting 
the demands on it. 
The same kind of 
problem long ago confronted the people of 
India, and centuries before the British con­ 
quest of th at country the natives had 
solved it by erecting tanks and dams 
at 
the 
mnst 
available 
points, 
and 
thus storing the surplus of the wiuter 
rains for use in the spring and summer. 
W ithin the past quarter of a century Eu- 
giish engineering science has, however, in­ 
troduced vast improvements upon the prim­ 
itive system of Indian irrigation, and so 
complete are the works now :n operation 
that nothing short of an absolute failure in 
the winter rainfail can bring about the 
destruction «of the crops. 
Experience and 
observation demonstrate th at it will be 
necessary to adopt a similar ptan in deal­ 
ing with the question of irrigation in this 
Ntate. 
The winter rains must be held in 
the mountains and accumulated in reser­ 
voirs and by darns. 
This is the conclusion 
to which the engineers have come, and it 
is upon the application of such a scheme 
that the permanent salvation of the now 
arid lands of the W est San Joaquin and of 
the Tulare Valley and other southern lo­ 
calities must depend. 
B ut it is evident 
that the construction of the necessary 
works for a comprehensive irrigation sys­ 
tem m ust demand expenditures such as, if 
imposed wholly upon the lands iu tbe 
districts to be reclaimed and irrigated, will 
constitute an exceedingly onerous if not an 
altogether insupportable burden for the 
sparse population of those regions, while 
it would so handicap settlem ent as to 
check the sale of lands. 
The case, in fact, 
appears to be one of those in which it is 
necessary to invoke the broadest and most 
enlightened liberalism. 
I t resembles very 
closely the problem presented by the so- 
called debris question. 
Tbe end to be a t­ 
tained is the principal consideration. That 
end is the securing of permanent fertility 
and enhanced production and value to an 
immense area, which if not relieved and 
assisted by some such artificial means 
must iu all probability cease sooner or later 
to support a considerable population of any 
kind. 
W hatever measures 
are calcu­ 
lated to produce the beneficial effects 
to be anticipated 
from 
a system 
of 
water-storage and irrigation, mnst be di­ 
rectly contributory to the welfare of the 
whole community. 
And thi3 in the plain­ 
est and most practical way, since it is 
clear th at the opening of the San Joaquin 
and Tulare valleys to settlem ent on a great 
scale m ust result in such an increase of 
the wealth of the State as to lighten the 
burdens of taxation to the individual. 
W hatever enlarges the productive capacity 
of any section of the territory which forms 
one common government must benefit all 
the other sections. 
The introduction of 
five hundred thousand new settlers to the 
State would bo so great a benefit to the 
existing population th at they could well 
afford to pay a considerable bonus for such 
an immigration, and still be gainers. 


The war with the Boer? of South Africa 
has come upon England at a peculiarly in­ 
opportune juncture, though that is the 
way misfortunes generally come. 
That it 
has been largely induced by diplomatic 
blunders may be true, but it m ust not be 
forgotten that the majority of the English 
people were quite willing to indorse these 
blunders when they v.ere committed. The 
Boers are undoubtedly a peculiar people, 
and very hard to deal with. 
They arc ex­ 
tremely jealous of their independence, 
-.-quaily opinionated an l stubborn, and in 
m iny respects wedded to ideas which clash 
w ith modern civilization. 
Not a few of 
them believe in and practice slavery. They 
have always had very rough ways of deal­ 
ing with their savage neighbors, and they 
nave several times involved themselves in 
native wars which threatened to bring dis­ 
aster upon the Cape Colony. 
This was the 
original 
ground 
of 
those negotiations 
w ith 
them which 
led to the estab­ 
lishm ent of an English protectorate over 
the Transvaal. 
It is not possible to arrive 
a t the exact truth of the matter, because 
th e case of the Boers has never yet 
been fully stated by themselves. 
There is, 
however, no doubt that some of their 
number either usurped or were given au­ 
thority to make arrangements with Eng­ 
land which the 
majority subsequently 
sought to repudiate, and that the English 
i or Colonial! Commissioner on his part alto­ 
gether overstepped his powers, and con­ 
cluded measures which the home govern­ 
m ent had never contemplated. 
The mis­ 
chief having been done, however, it is con­ 
sidered impracticable to recede from the 
action of the plenipotentiaries, and so 
England finds another war on her hands in 
which there is neither glory nor benefit to 
be gained, and which may very possibly 
lead to still other wars with native tribes. 
I t is a bad business all round, and it might 
be the wisest coarse to put aside the notion 
of compulsory fulfillment of unauthorized 
engagements, and let the Boers have their 
own way. 
As British troops have already- 
been surprised and defeated by the Boers, 
however, this policy will not be adopted, 
b u t the war will doubtless be fonght out, 
no m atter how distasteful and unnecessary 
it may be.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 


T he promoters of the Nicaragua caual 
appear to be making a mistake in relying 
too much upon the Monroe doctrine. 
If 
they expect that Congress will formally 
comm it the country to that doctrine in 
opposition to the Panama canal, they ought 
to be prepared to show how the Govern­ 
m ent can enforce snch a theory. 
The fact 
is th at the Monroe doctrine is a kind of 
hypothesis which could only be indulged 
by a power able and prepared to carry it 
into effect a t all hazards. 
The United 
States is in no condition to do anything of 
the kind, and therefore it would only 
render itself ridiculous by promulgating 
such a principle. 
The projectors of the 
Nicaragua canal will do well to trust more 
to the intrinsic advantages of their acherae, 
and less to fanciful governmental theor.es 
which are manifestly incapable of applica­ 
tion. If it is better than the Panama canal 
th a t fact ought to secure it the preference. 
If it is not it ought not to have the pref-

They sorely cannot intend to 
imply th at she is disqualified in any way 
for snch a mortuary honor, for to take that 
ground would be to betray a curious fon 
getfulness of the kinds of merit which have 
hitherto secured admit sion to that great 
national sepulchre. 
George Eliot, so far 
as the world knowB, was guilty of but one 
offense, and th at was an offense against 
convention only. 
I t has never been pre­ 
tended th at her life was immoral, or other 
than virtuous. 
She chose her husband, 
and she lived w ith him as his wife. 
W hat she did not do was to go through 
the ceremony of marriage as prescribed by 
the church. 
B ut had she been guilty of 
very real and flagrant breaches of the 
moral code she would have found in W est­ 
m inster Abbey women far exceeding her in 


th at form of sinfulness. 
She would have 
encountered there—to take a single in­ 
stance—Mary Stuart, sometime Queen of 
Scots, concerning whose morals even those 
of her champions who deny her complicity 
in the murder of Darnley, can find but the 
slenderest apologies. 
Surely George Eliot 
could not disgrace a sanctuary which Mary 
Stuart has failed to pollute ? And for the 
title of George Eliot to honored sepnlture 
because of her transcendant genius, as 
surely it cannot be questioned. 
W e con­ 
fess th at wo can perceive nothing inju­ 
dicious in the proposal that she should re­ 
pose in W estm inster Abbey, ncr can we 
regard as her friends those who so charac­ 
terize th at suggestion.

Visit or the Stricken One to the Scene of 
the Tragedy. 
[Santa Barbara Press, December 236.] 
There are depths of gritf too sacred to 
record. 
There arc desolations of b itter­ 
ness, of anguish, too holy to be described. 
Yet sometimes duty forces us to touch 
upan these forbidden subjects. 
W hile the 
bright Christmas fires are being kindled in 
Santa Barbara, and mirth, revelry and joy. 
ous festivity is at its b ig h t; while rows of 
little stockings are hanging from the man­ 
tel, and beautiful Christmas trees are glit­ 
tering with lights and ornaments, and 
bending with burdens of love-tokens; while 
laughter a rd fODg, music and dancing, the 
sound of feasting and the glad shout of 
childish voices are heard throughout the 
city, one heart in our midst is inexpress­ 
ibly mournful. 
As Eugenie was drawn by 
some mysterious power to 
the far-off 
spot 
in 
Zululand whero 
her idolized 
boy received his death wounds, so has the 
wife of Theodore Glancey been impelled to 
visit the place of his death 
For several 
days she has been in this city. 
She is a 
frail, gentle, low-voiced woman, whose 
beautiful features are deeply marked by 
the cruel suffering of her crushing bereave­ 
ment. The brave journalist who constantly 
alluded to her in his dying hour as “ my 
poor, dear child,” “ my own little girl,” 
realized only too well how dreadfully the 
blow would fall upon the woman he wor­ 
shiped. 
Heart-broken, 
hopeless, with 
nothing but tears in the future, and no 
longing save for an early resting-place by 
the side of the husband who wa3 her world, 
her all, the sight cf 
the sweet-faced, 
broken-hearted widow brings tears to the 
eyes of every one who beholds her grief. 
Yesterday kind hands supported her to the 
spot where the tragedy occurred. 
She saw

understood how his unrelenting pursuer 
had followed the unarmed victim to the 
very inner door, before the heartless bullet 
was fired.

Honored 
and beloved by all who knew him, how 
proudly had she anticipated the happy re 
union with hint who had gone to prepare 
her a pleasant home in this peaceful land 
of flowers, cf sunshine, of gladness.

Four cases of small-pox were verified 
by the H ealth Department yesterday and 
five to-day, seven of whom were Eent to 
the Twenty-sixth-street Hospital, and the 
others quarantined in their homes. 
The managers of the Mechanics’ In ­ 
stitute have published their report of the 
fifteenth industrial exhibition. 
It shows 
th at the gross receipts of the fair amounted 
to §41.106 <2, the total expenses to §27,­ 
271 33, including §4,289 91 for medals 
anil cash premiums, leaving a net profit of 
§13,874 72. 
Courtney Talbot, one of the Mussel 
Slough settlers, convicted of 
resisting 
United States Marshal Poole, gave bail in 
§5,000, on Saturday, for his appearance in 
Court the 10th of January for sentence, 
with Joseph M artin Bowles and Thomas 
McGuire as sureties. W. L. Pryor, another 
of the defendants, gave bail in th«sam e 
amount to-day, w ith Daniel Spangler, a 
witness for the defense on the trial, and 
Thomas O’Donnell as sureties. 
The body of a man, commonly known as 
the "H erm it,” was discovered by some 
boys in an advanced state of decomposi­ 
tion in a hut near the ocean beach, south 
of Golden Gate Park, last Satnrday after­ 
noon. 
From papers and books fonnd in 
the cabin his name is supposed to have 
been George Jacob Hoeffel, a native of 
Germany, 45 years of age. 
The deceased 
had lived a secluded life in the little hut 
in which his body was fonnd for many 
years, but where he came from or what 
caused his estrangement from society or 
his fellow men, is not known.

Bright writes in a letter just published : 
“ I suppose an Established Church, being 
a creation of law, mnst keep within the 
law, and they who cannot endure w hat tbe 
law requires must place themselves outside 
of it by withdrawing from the Church. 
The case is one much to be regretted, but 
perhaps it will open the eyes of some peo­ 
ple to the bondage which is inevitable for 
the ministers of a Chnrch which is the cre­ 
ation of a law, and therefore bound to 
submit to the law.

A llentow n (l’a.), December 27th.—Jacob 
Gogel and wife, residing four miles from 
Bethlehem, was found dead iu bed this morn­ 
ing, their heads nearly severed from tbeir 
bodies. 
A 
bloody ax was found ia the 
apartment, and the walls were splashed with 
blood. Joseph Snyder, who boarded with the 
Gogols, was believed to be the murderer. He 
was caught by an infuriated mob soon alter 
the discovery of the crime, and was hanged 
to the uearest tree. The Gogels leave three 
children. 
I SECOND DISPATCH] 


A l l e n t o w n (Pa.), December 27th.—Joseph 
Snyder, aged 24, the murderer of Jacob and 
Anna Gogel, near Bethlehem, was fouud in a 
neighboring barn under the straw at 9 o’clock 
this morning. 
He was immediately taken 
hack to the house of his victims and ques­ 
tioned as to the murder. He was cool and 
collected. 
He was interrogated by Rev. 
Mr. Brendle of Bethlehem, and at ones con­ 
fessed to having committed the crime, telling 
his story with great deliberation. 
He was 
iu love with the oldest daughter of the 
Gqgels, lti years of age, but was opposed by 
her parents. H e believed that by killing 
them all opposition would be removed to his 
suit. 
He had scarcely confessed before a 
rope taken from one of the beds was placed 
around his neck and he was dragged outside 
the house and hanged to a large chestnut 
tree. 
After being suspended twenty minutes 
his body was cut down by the poor-house 
authorities and taken to that institution, 
where it was found that death was caused by 
strangulation. The officers of the law made 
a vaiu endeavor to restrain the fury of the 
mob, Detective Yak of Bethlehem tiring at 
one of the ringleaders, without effect, 
¡sev­ 
eral thousand people visited the scene of the 
tragedy during the day. 
I lie Nortli Carolina Railroad Disaster— 
Farther Details. 


C h a r l o t t e , December 27th.—A frightful 
railroad disaster occurred on the Air Line 
Railroad 500 yards beyond the Paw Creek 
trestle, nine miles from this city. Two freight 
trains left Charlotte yesterday morning _ in 
sections, one about fifteen minutes behind 
the other. 
On the up grade, just beyond the 
Paw Creek trestle, fourteen cars of the for­ 
ward train broke loose, and stopped after 
running a short distance. In the rear car 
were the flagman, Bob Griffiths of this city, 
and six passengers, three of whom were col­ 
ored. 
When the detached cars stopped, flag­ 
man Griffiths immediately jumped off, and 
having told the train men to notify the pas­ 
sengers that they had broken loose from the 
remainder of their train, immediately started 
back to signal the second section. 
He had 
not gone far before he heard the approaching 
train, and then realized the fact that he 
could proceed no farther, because of the 
trestle, which id 150 yards wide and very 
heavy. 
He waved the flag as the engine, ia 
charge of engineer Wasenberry, came in 
sight, and the engineer ex pretied his recog­ 
nition of it by immediately blowing on 
brakes; but his train was heavy, and he was 
nearing the bottom of one of the biggest 
grades on the road, hence it was impossible 
to stop. As soon as he realized those facts, 
and before crossing the trestle, he reversed 
his engine and continued to blow on brakes. 
Realizing the catastrophe, be left his seat, 
and standing in front of the fire-box with 
his 
hand 
on 
the lever, 
awaited 
the 
shock. 
It 
came, 
and 
he 
was 
par­ 
tially knocked 
down 
by 
a 
stick 
of 
wood from the tender, but was otherwise un­ 
hurt, though almost entirely shut in by the 
mass of debris which was thrown against the 
engine. 
His life was probably saved by the 
fact that the rear of the tender was thrown 
to one side, thus diverting the full movement 
of the train from the engine to the tide of 
the cut,against which the shattered cars were 
piled in an inextricable mass. 
A pa ssesg er’s 
statem ent. 
W hat occurred iu the cab is obtained from 
a statement made by Thomas H. Gaither, of 
this city, who was a passenger, and who 
miraculously escaped, though seriously in­ 
jured, having had several of his ribs broken : 
There were six passengers besides the flag­ 
man. The train which ran into them had 
caught up with them at a wood station a few 
miles back, and hence when its coming was 
announced no one felt apprehensive. 
A flag­ 
man had been sent back as au additional pre­ 
caution, and hence no attention was paid to 
the approaching train. 
It was upon them be­ 
fore they knew it. 
Gaither remembers that 
he and Philip S. Whisnant started to get out, 
bat before he pissed the middle of the car he 
wss knocked down. He managed, with the 
assistance of a colored man, to extricate him­ 
self by lifting the top of the car off. The other 
passengers, Philip S. Whisnant of this city, 
Charlie Sellers, whose parents live in Pin- 
hook, and a negro named Ned Stroud, were 
all killed. The cars telescoped each other, 
and were piled in the greatest confueion. 
The mass caught fire and the contents of the 
cars, including that in which the passengers 
were, were destroyed. A t least one of them, 
name unknown, was burned alive, hie cries 
being heard. 
His charred remains were re­ 
covered alter several hours, but could not be 
recognized. The head, feet and bauds were 
entirely burned off. 
Brant anil Blaine. 


C h ic a g o , December 27th.—The Tribune 
has an improbable story from Washington 
that, notwithstanding the cordiality with 
which General Grant entered the late Repub­ 
lican campaign, he cherishes, and does not 
hesitate to 
express, 
very bitter feelings 
towards same of the leaders for the kind of 
warfare they made on him at the Chicago 
Convention. Daring his late visit in New 
York, he took occasion to let Senator Blaine 
understand that he regarded hiB conduct in 
the Convection with attacks upon General 
Grant’s candidacy, as so far transgressing the 
proper bounds as to put an end to personal 
intercourse. This he did by declining to see 
the Senator when he called and sent in his 
card. 
When General Grant, a few days 
afterwards, was received by the Senate, Mr. 
Blaine was the only member of the body who 
di i not go forward to be presented. In com­ 
menting, while in New York, upon those 
things in Blaine’s course which displeased 
him, Grant declared that he would never 
speak to him again.

W a s h in g t o n , December ’27th.—Friends of 
General Garfield deny that there is any truth 
in the published statements that Garfield has 
requested President Hayes to make certain 
anti-Conkling appointments in New York 
State, so as to relieve Garfield of embarrass­ 
ment when he assumes the Presidency next 
March. 
Senator Kellogg's S ell. 


W a s h i n g t o n , December 27th.—A report 
has been in circulation for several days to 
the effect that the idea of calling np a reso­ 
lution declaring vacant Senator Kellogg’s seat 
had been abandoned; that the Democratic 
supporters of the resolution were satisfied 
that it would be defeated, and therefore pro­ 
posed to let it die by default. I t is now be­ 
lieved that this is incorrect. A majority of 
the Senate Committee on Elections seems de­ 
termined to get the resolution up as soon 
after the holiday recess as practicable, and 
press a vote upon it. 
They evidently do not 
expect to carry it, but their purpose is to put 
every Senator on record on the question. 
Democratic members of the committee inti 
mate the opinion that the Democrats of the 
country will visit their disapproval upon thore 
Senators of the party who vote with the Re 
publicans against the resolution. 
The Poncas at W ashington. 


W a s h in g t o n , December 27th.—The Ponca 
Indian chiefs to-day had another long inter­ 
view 
with 
Secretary 
Schuiz. 
Standing 
Buffalo and Wl.ite Eigle were the principal 
spokesmen, and in making known their 
wants seemed anxious about school-honse's 
and educational facilities for their children. 
Secretary Schnrz informed them tha, the 
sehool-huuse now being built would be pushed 
to completion a3 rapidly as posnb.e. 
He 
hoped the pending Indian severalty blit 
would be passed during the preset, t session of 
Congress, and as soon as it became a law each 
one of them would bs given a farn^ the title 


to which wonld be as valid as that of a white 
man. A t the conclusion, and after explana­ 
tions by Secretary Schurz, the ten chiefs 
signed a paper that they had requested 
to 
be 
drawn 
up, 
in 
which 
they 
declared that they desire to remain on 
the lands now occupied by the Poncas in 
Indian Territory, and to establish permanent 
homes there, also express their willingness 
to relinquish all their right and interest in 
all lands formerly owned and occupied by 
the Ponca tribe in the State of Nebraska and 
Territory of Dakota. 
Iu compensation for 
the land, as well as for the property at the 
time of removal to Indian Territory in 1877, 
for depredations committed on them by the 
Sioux, they ask Congress to appropriate the 
sum 
of 
§148,000, the samo sum asked 
for in Ike bill 
submitted by the 
In ­ 
terior Department about two years ago. 
After enumerating some purposes for which 
they desire to have this sum expended or in­ 
vested, the paper closed as follows : "W e 
declare this to be an expression of our free 
will and desire, as well as that of our people 
at present residing on the Ponca reservation 
in Indian Territory, and we ask that this 
declaration and request be submitted to the 
Congress of the United States for its favor­ 
able consideration and action.” Tne papers 
bear the signatures of the Ponca Chiefs 
present and the certificates of the interpret­ 
ers. The Chiefs, through their spokesmen, 
to-day reiterated that they had concluded to 
take this action, not upon thtir own motion, 
but upon full consultation with all the mem­ 
bers of the tribe in Indian Territory, and now 
wanted to go to work and be left undisturbed 
by outside interference. 
M iscellan eo u s SViisliIngloti H em s. 
C hicago, December 27th.—The Inter­ 
Ocean's Washington special says : Secretary 
Sherman doe3 not lose sleep on acconnt of the 
stories that the Democrats iu the Ohio Leg­ 
islature will imite with the disaffected lie- 
ubiicaaa and beat him for the Senatorship. 
re knows there is nothing iu it, and the 
story is only worthy of contempt. 
The impression still prevails that Justice 
Swayne will resign from the Supreme Bench 
after the holidays, and Stanley Matthews 
will supply the vacancy. 
The Democrats are quite concerned at the 
story that Senator Davis will leave the Sen­ 
ate to accept an appointment on the Su­ 
preme Bench, as this would result in a Re­ 
publican gain in the Senate, and excites the 
Dcmccrats accordingly. 
It is believed here that Secretary Ramsey 
will be elected Senator from Minnesota, that 
General Miller will succeed Booth in Cali­ 
fornia, that Jones will be re-elected from 
Florida, and the Republicans confidently ex­ 
pect to elect iu Tennessee, which the Demo­ 
crats stoutly refu-e to concede. 
Morton is 
the favorite in'N ew York, and Oliver in 
Pennsylvania. 
It is learned that Governor 
H artranft will be here with 10,000 Pennsyl­ 
vania militia at the inauguration of Garfield. 
Tents will be erected by the committee, and 
there will be a military parade in Washington 
surpassing auything seen since Grant’s review 
at the elote of the war. 
T h e S to rm in th e E ast. 
New Y ork, December 27th.—The storm 
on the New Jersey coast raged for seventy- 
two hours. The summer residences on Mon­ 
mouth Beach were damaged to the extent of 
§40 000. The roads about Long Branch are 
blockaded with snow, some drifts being ten feet 
deep. The bluff, bulkheads and porticos of 
the hotels were carried away. 
A t Coney 
Island tbe sea swept away the piazza of the 
Central Hotel, and carried off about 200 feet 
of the bulkhead. The damage is estimated at 
§85,000 to §100,000. A t Manhattan Beach 
Hotel the iron pier remains intact, but Borne 
of the outlaying bath-houses were washed 
into kindling wood. 

J.), December 27th.—Two 
men lost their lives during th? snow-storm in 
this section.

C hicago, December 27th.—Tee sun ap­ 
peared this morning for the first time in a 
fortnight. The weather has been moderate, 
but gloomy and depressing. 
It turned very 
cold last night, and the mercury is now nearly 
at zero. 
A t Manito Bay it is nearly 40° be­ 
low zero, and at St. Paul 16°. The drought 
alto tit Springfield, in this State, is aggravated 
by the severe cold weather, which is con­ 
verting into ice the scanty supply of water in 
the smaller streams. 
Live stuck are suffer­ 
ing. 


C h ic a g o , December 27th.—The cold wave 
which struck Manitoba yesterday, sending 
the mercury to 40° below zero, and which 
reached this city early this morning, has been 
growing in intensity all day. 
Although the 
sun shone brightly to-day for the first time in 
a fortnight, at midnight the thermometer 
registered 13s below zero, and at the preeent 
rate will reach 20’ below before morning.

Death or Kev. Dr. L. II. Chnpln. 
N ew York, December 27th.—Rev. Dr. 
Chopin died yesterday. 
His friends have 
known for a long time that his recovery was 
impossible. 
Dr. Chapin was bom on the 
29th of December, 1814. 
He was a native of 
New England, was finely educated, and one 
of the brightest lights of the Universalist 
Church. 
He fretted constantly from some 
cause or other. 
He worried lest the church 
members wo-ald be discontented on account 
ot his frequent absence, and if he noticed any 
prominent members not regularly in their 
pews he would attribute their absence to his 
own shortcomings, and make him-elf miser­ 
able. 
Dr. Chapin’s last sermon in hisChureh 
of Divine Paternity was on Palm Sunday 
last year. On that day it was feared that he 
would not ba able to finish the seivice. 
He 
went to Europe last summer, but came back 
no better, imagining from the fact that he 
met no familiar faces in Switzerland that his 
friends were deserting him. 
He left tbe 
house but seldom this autumn, and then or.ly 
for a short drive with bis nurse. 
Two weeks 
ago he went for the last time. 
He passed 
yesterday with his six grandchildren, no dan- 
ver of death being apprehended until evening. 
He died an absolutely painless death, so far as 
could be noticed, ten minutes after midnight. 
For the last four years Dr. Chapin has com­ 
plained cf fatigue, which no amount of rest 
seemed to relieve. Frequent trips to Europe 
failed to do him good, and in fact, unless sur­ 
rounded by friends during his foreign trip, he 
was apt to lrecome homesick and worry con­ 
stantly until he could return. 
Yet such was 
his indomitable will, visible in every look 
and movement of the man, even when ill, 
that he would not allow the trustees of his 
church to engage an assistant until recently, 
when it became evident that he wonld not be 
able to preach again. 
Although troubled 
with asthma and dyspepsia, it cannot be said 
that he had contracted any particular dis­ 
ease. 
His mind remained clear.

The efforts of the Land League are 
now chitfiy directed toward the north of Ire­ 
land, where it is persistant-y trying to over­ 
come tlxe repugnance to its practices. There 
can be little doubt that it has succeeded con­ 
siderably, when almost all the districts are 
honeycombed with its organization.

wards connty Dublin and the borders of Dub­ 
lin itself.

MINING NOTES. 


John Chapman, at Lower Gold Bluffs, 
belew the mouth of the K lam ath river, is 
cleaning up §1,000 a day by washing the 
beach sands. 
The other day, says the St. Helen’s (Or.) 
Columbian, Judson Weed killed a chicken 
on the Nehalem, and took from its crop 
two or three specimens of gold as large as 
a bean. 
During the year 1880 the total assess* 
ments levied on incorporated mines in Ne­ 
vada county amounted to §174,500. 
In 
Placer county the assessments foot up to 
§205,200. 
T. K. Murphy, formerly Superintendent 
of the Alexander Mining Company is open­ 
ing up a promising mine of his own at 
Grantsville, Nev. 
Other locations in the 
neighborhood are looking well, and a boom 
is anticipated in the spring. 
W ork on the Chalraer’s tunnel, at Silver 
Mountain, Alpine county, forty 
miles 
south of Genoa, has been suspended after 
an expenditure of nearly §2,000,000 by an 
English company. 
This throws some 80 
men out of work, the majority of whom 
will winter in Carson. 
The Tombstone (A. T.) Nvgget says : 
The Junietta mine, on the Charleston road, 
is developing. 
During the past week they 
have been taking out rock from which as­ 
says have been made, and the lowest is 
§8,780 to the ton, and two reached the enor­ 
mous sums of §22,300 and §27,000. 


A CLERK'S MISTAKE. 


The well-known legal doctrine that no 
notice can be taken of stops in interpreting 
a document received a rather striking illus­ 
tration yesterday at the Middlesex Regis­ 
tration Court. 
A vote had been claimed 
in respect of certain buildings by a firm 
which occupied a part of them, and ques­ 
tions had been addressed to the claimants, 
which they were required to answer in 
writing. 
The particular question upon 
which the difficulty arose was whether the 
building was wholly or in part occupied by 
the firm, and the answer which it was in­ 
tended to give wa3, “ No. 
I’art of the 
premises is occupied by us.” 
Lnfortu- 
nately for thejclaimants, who were of the 
Liberal 
persuasion, 
their 
clerk 
or 
literary 
representative 
had 
not 
the 
pen 
of 
a 
very 
ready writer, 
and 
the answer, as sent to the officials, 
read. “ No part of the premises is occupied 
by us.” 
The full stop, which would have 
been so essential a factor in determining 
the sense of the sentence, had been alto­ 
gether omitted, and its absence was not 
even atoned for by a capital letter at the 
beginning of the word “ part,” which 
might have excused the revising barrister 
in supplying it gratuitously, so as to “ make 
sense” of the passage, much in the same 
style as a commentator engaged in publish­ 
ing or interpreting a text of .Eschylus or 
Pindar. 
He accordingly read the words 
in their literal meaning, and held th at the 
claimants, in making such an answer, had 
abandoned their claim to a vote for the 
premises. 
It is difficult to see how he 
could well have come to a different conclu­ 
sion. 
The result, nevertheless, throws 
some doubt upon the 
maxim already 
quoted, that punctuation is in a legal point 
of view a very frivolous detail.—[London 
Globe.

BORDEAUX WINE. 


In seasons of average excellence the 
total quantity of wine of all kinds made 
in France is estimated to be 2,925,000.000 
gallons. 
During the last few years, say 
From 1877, this yield has sensibly dim in­ 
ished. 
The quantity of wine made last 
year was exceedingly small. 
If there was 
any surplus from former seasons, it would 
probably be used this year or the next. 
W hat this stock of wines really was is dif­ 
ficult to judge. 
W hat is however, per­ 
fectly apparent is that in the medium 
grades of wines, not the grand crus there is 
really not enough Bordeaux to meet the 
home French consumption. 
England and 
the United States may Hatter themselves 
that they are drinking Bordeaux, but ab­ 
solute facts must convince wine-consumers 
that they are using what is not an original 
article. 
W hat is called by the wine ex­ 
pert in France "fare la cuisine” must be 
going on to an ordinary extent. Every cask 
of wine grown in the Gironde is being un­ 
doubtedly lengthened out to four or six 
times its original dimensions. 
W hat we 
are drinking, then, in the U nited States, 
when we absorb Bordeaux, is a clever mix­ 
ture, made of a little real Bordeaux, mixed 
with Spanish wine togiveitbody, andallthis 
drowned in a great deal of California wine. 
I t is a clever cellarman who does the busi­ 
ness, and knowing the exact taste of the 
customer, makes up his cunning mixture, 
and the world is but little the wiser for it. 
Now, it would be absurd to call this mix­ 
ture unwholesome or deleterious, or dan­ 
gerous, for it is nothing of the kind. 
All 
it is is a concoction, clever enough of its 
kind, as mixed drinks are, but it is not 
Bordeaux wine.—[N. Y. Times. 


A M ourning Dovk.—A year or so ago a 
little girl living near Rathboneville, N. Y., 
a village on the line of the Erie Railway, 
was presented with a pair of doves. 
One 
day, three weeks ago, they were flying 
across the railroad track, when the male 
bird came in collision with the smoke-stack 
of the Pacific express, which passes the 
spot about 7 o’clock in the morning. 
The 
bird was killed by the shock and instantly 
thrown out of sight of his mate. 
The fe­ 
male circled about the spot for a few min­ 
utes, in evident amazement at the sudden 
disappearance of her mate. 
She then flew 
to a mile-post near by, and for a long time 
gave utterance to the mournful notes char 
acteristic of 
the dove. 
Suddenly she 
seemed to realize what had carried the 
male from her sight, and she rose in the 
air and flew swiftly in the direction the 
train had gone. 
She did not return until 
about noon. 
She alighted at her cote, 
where she remained the rest of the day 
uttering her plaintive cries. 
N ext morn­ 
ing, just before 7 o’clock, she was Been to 
fly away and take a position near the spot 
where she last saw her mate the day be 
fore. 
When the express train came along 
she flew at the locomotive, hovered about 
the smoke-stack and around the cab, as if 
looking for her mate. 
She accompanied 
the locomotive for a mile or so and then 
returned to her cote. 
Every day since 
then she has repeated this strange conduct. 
She goes to her lookout for the train at 
precisely the same time each morning, and 
waits until the train comes along, no m at­ 
ter how late it may be. 
She never goes 
further than about a mile with the train, 
returning to her cote and mourning pite­ 
ously all day. 


B uskin ox Science.—A gcod many 
people have thought certain classes of nat­ 
uralists altogether too much inclined to 
monopolize the term science for their own 
specialties. 
No one, however, has ex­ 
pressed this conviction more forcibly than 
John RuBkin. 
He says : “ It has become 
the perm itted fashion among modem math­ 
ematicians, chemists and apothecaries to 
call themselves 'Scientific men,’ as op­ 
posed to poets, theologians and artists. 
They know their sphere to be a separate 
one ; but them ridiculous notion of its be­ 
ing a peculiarly scientific one ought not to 
be allowed in our universities. 
There is a 
science of morals, a science of history, a 
science of grammar, a science of music, 
and a science of painting; and all these 
are quite beyond companion higher fields 
for human intellect, and require accuracies 
of intenser observation, than either chem­ 
istry, electricity or geology.”
